b ig policy holders. Now the point is 
just this: 
If agents can afford to cut 
their commissions, 
then the 
com­ 
missions should b e made lower and 
the policy holders in general, not the 
b ig policy holders in particular, should 
enjoy the b enefit of this reduction. 
It is another case in which the man 
who has most gets m ost It is wrong. 
And if the practice of giving insurance 
reb ates can b e prohib ited b y law, tnat 
should b e done, b y all means.

A BIG SOUTHERN PULP MILL. 


It W ill Em ploy 1,000 Persons and Use 
6 00 Cords of Wood Daily. 


Incidental to the vast expansion of 
the forest industries in recent years 
in the south is the announcement that 
w^ork has b egun upon the construction 
near Waynesvile, N. C., of one of the 
largest w'ood pulp mills in the world, 
says the Manufacturers’ Record. The 
plant will cost more than 11,500,000, 
will employ more than 1,000 persons 
and will handle 600 cords of pulp- 
w'ood per day. 
Independent of 
the 
6,000 
horse­ 
power developed at the plant from 200 
tons of coal to b e b urned daily, the 
company will utilize 3,000 horsepower 
generated electrically from the Pigeon 
river. 
The operations of the plant 
will require ten car loads of sulphur 
a day and five car loads of arsenic, 
with many other supplies, and the 
Southern railway is now lowering its 
grade from Asheville to the factory 
site. 
The company has b ought ab out 30,- 
000 acres of timb er land near b y for 
pulpwood, the supply of which in the 
east and in the 
middle states has 
rapidly diminished.
